Upon the president's arrival, the yards 
of the vessels of the fleet were man- 
ned, «Ad a salute of twenty-one guns 
fired by 
the 
Tennesee and Min- 
neso^. 
A 
salute 
of 
twenty- 
one 
guns 
was 
fired 
from 
the water battery at Fort Monroe. 
This was followed in quick succession 
by a salute of twenty-one torpedoes, 
which were fired from a temporary 
station near the shore, a novel experi- 
ment in the way of salutes. 
Aa the 
firing ceased the Marine band, from 
Wai>hington, stationed on the balcony 
of the hotel, played "Hail to tbe 
Chief," in which they were joined by 
the band of the flag ship Tennessee. 
At 11 o'clock the president and party 
went on board the Tennessee, where 
•they were received by Admiral Wy- 
man and staff. The crew were beat 
to quarters where they were revie^ei, 
after which tkey repaired to the spar 
deck to witness some broad sword ex- 
ercises by some experts of the crew, 
and at 12 o'clock the president left 
the ship and returne 1 to the Dispatch. 
The yards were again manned and a 
silute i f t>venty.one guns fired. At 1 
o'clock the signal irom the flag ship 
to prepare for landing was hoisted and 
the crews went 
at once to work 
lowering 
away 
their boats. 
The 
water was quite rough so that it was 
found impossible, owing to this fact 
and a strong tide setting in, to form a 
line and advance simultaneously as at 
first proposed. The marine baud and 
iioneer corps headed the procession. 
The entire number of the brigade was 
1,800 men. 
At half-past three they 
took up the line of march for the fort. 
Tn the meantime, the five companies 
of artillery stationed here, headed by 
the band, marched down to the wharf 
to meet and escort the president and 
party into the fort, under command 
of Gen. George W. Getty, who waa 
accompanied by his staff. 
A review 
of the troops followed. This practi- 
cally ended the matter, and the sailors 
and marines returned to their boats 
«nd pulled away for the ships. 
The 
troops of the garrison then formed 
and escorted the president to the 
wharf, where the party embarked and 
returned to the Dispatch.

S a v i n s w h a t Others a r e Wasting. 
Until the recent rains there was 
more oil running in many of the 
creeks in the Bradford, Pa., region 
than there was water, the tankage for 
petroleum being insufficient to Store 
the over-production. 
Last August 
'iugh Potts was out of work. He 
leased a plot of ground near Tarport. 
The Tuna creek runs through it. 
_'ott8 put a boom across the creek. 
3e had a large tin boat pump made. 
By the time he had built a 250-barrel 
ank on the bank of the creek his 
XK>m had collected a pool of waste 
oil that stood six inches deep on the 
water, and covered space enough to 
hold many hundred [.barrels. 
Potts 
went to work pumping the oil out of 
the dam by hand. He filled his tank 
three days. Then he put up four 
other tanks. When these were done 
_ freshet came. The l^oom was car- 
ried away, and with it thousand bar- 
rels of oil that had collected. Since 
then Potts has filhd his five tanks, 
besides selling several hundred bar- 
rels at $1 a barrel. The cold weather 
has thickened the oil in the creek, so 
that it cannot ^be pumped. 
Potts is 
having a boiler put up on his lease, 
aad intends to inject steam by numer- 
ous jet H into the lake of oil. This he 
thinks will reduce the oil to pumping 
Goneistency. He says that if he had 
commenced business sooner he would 
have had 25,000 barrels of oil on hand 
now. He sells the oil to Buffalo, 
Franklin and Chicago parties. It is 
mixed with Franklin oil and used as a 
lubricator. 
Potts has made §2,000 
since he put up his dam in August. 
He says collecting the oil that others 
waste is better than owning any of 
the wells. There are now standing in 
his dam 6,000 barrels of petroleum, 
which is increased by hundreds of 
barrels daily.

AtfUSEHEXTS. 


Any work which has for its object 
a higher tendency for developement 
into a purer atmo3]^e re of art-life 
should be welcome to all lovers of 
education and refineRient. The purest 
of all the arts, and the one most 
potent for good is that of itourfc. It 
is a well known fact that a depart* 
ment of music now exercising much 
influence in moulding the sentiment 
of the people of to-day is that which 
forms a union of the dramatic and 
lyric elements. It is the province of 
this to appeal not only through the 
medium of ihe ear by a succession of 
pleasing sounds, but to associate with 
it pictorial 
effects through 
the 
medium of the eye and portray the 
emotions through the histrionic art. 
fhie combination also includes poetry, 
and tiie union of the elements so as 
to form a logical whole is designated 
by the term opera. Opera is defined 
as "a drama set to music for solo 
singers, chorus, orchestra, 
scenery 
and dramatic action. The words of 
iin opera 
are cailea the "Book" 
or 
"Libretto. 
Opera 
dates 
back to the fifteenth century. 
The 
principal schools of opera are the Ital- 
ian, in which the singing is the cheif 
thing; the French, in which the dra- 
matic action is chief; the German, 
which aims at complete union of ac- 
tion, sioging and musical description; 
opera bouQe, in which the absurd and 
laughable ia aimed at." There is yet 
a class of opera which may be said to 
be a union of these, p^^aeasing, to a 
degree, all the elements before men- 
tioned and in reality an outgrowth of 
them, as much as Americans are the 
outgrowth of the nations of Europe. 
This form is now in its infancy and is 
presenting itself to the American peo- 
ple under the title of comedy opera, 
and is a reflxof the national character 
of Americans. At present such works 
are few, but those which have made 
their appearance, while not possessing 
the ripe experience of 
the older 
school, appeal directly to the music- 
lover. 


Tae American character is noted 
for its keennesa of appreciation of 
wit, and it is a fact that the underly- 
ing vein of satire in the "Pinafore" 
was much more keenly relished here 
than on the other side; and if the 
success of this work has left in its 
wake one benefit more than another 
it has been in a germ-suggestion, from 
which American peculiarities will find 
expression, through American inci- 
dent written by American authors. 


Among the talented composers of 
to-day, none have made a deeper re- 
search, or are better fitted by experi- 
ence and education to develop this 
germ than Mr. J. A. Butterfield, ot 
Chicago. To him Americans are in- 
debted for the first popular opera con- 
ceived from an orchestral standpoint 
and scored for orchestra and chorus. 
This he did ten years ago, and there 
are few places in the United States 
to-day but have been delighted by 
the sparkling music, the charming 
pictorial effects and scholarly treat- 
ment jf the subject of "Belshazzar." 
In 1875 he wrote "Kuth, the Gleaner," 
in many respects a work of greater 
merit than "Belshamr-" 
la 1878 9 
he wrote a romantic .-opera entitled 
"A Race for a Wife," composed for 
f ill orchestra, chorus and solos, which 
reieived many favorable comments 
from some of the leading critics of 
New York, Chicago and Cincinnati» 
but when completed, not fully sat- 
isfying 
his 
own 
critical 
taste 
in the logical treatment of the plot 
he placed it on the shelves of his li- 
brary and labeled it "Experience." 
In iS79 be began a work entitled 
" Widow Glasd, or the Romance of a 
Sumiuei," which he completed about 
three mouths since, and which is said 
by some of the best critics to be a 
chatmiog work, and one possessing ail 
the elemi^nt^ of success, including the 
logical and scholarly treatment of the 
subject as well as the' happy veiii in 
which the music is conceived. It is 
both pathetic -.and hnooprous, the po 
etry well done and its tbrie and char- 
acter pure and elevated. 


About a couple of months since, 
while on a vi^iiit to some friends here, 
Mr. Butterfield was induced to play 
the work to a lew invited guests. 
They, seeing its sterling merits, im- 
mediately went to work to secura the 
honor of i>s initial performance for 
Fort Wayne. 
Mr. B. was induced to 
postpone other engagements that we 
might have the honor of its public 
introduction. 
Arrangements are now 
being made for painting new scenery, 
prq).iring now costumes for the piece, 
and presenting it,in tirstclass style. A 
chorus of picked voices are now re- 
hearsing daily under Mr^u^t|erfield'a 
directioti; the CKSt Of .«hjirti^ters have 
been carefully chosen; several dis- 
tingui-hed saloists havo been engaged 
from a'>r jad to fill important positions;
